He knew that all
the gentlemen present were bere lor the pure
object of perpetunting and strengthening the
Democratic purty. They wers here without auy
ulterior ohject, simply lor amending the rules
governing the Democratic party, and he felt
suré harmony would altend their delfberations.

Mr. Quigley favored the substitution of the
fourth Monday m August, as otherwise =ufli-
¢lent time would not be uliuwetl the candidutes
to organize tor the political campaign. He was
not in favor ol making arrangements with gen-
tlemen who did not call themseives Democrats,
He would not allow outside parties to break up
thelr good old-time organization, Sooner than
that, he would welcome deieat for the salety of
the Uemocratic Yo&rrly. He did not ses the use
of aojourning action in order 1o see what nction
A nationnl convention would tuke, The Demo-
cratic pacty hold the reins e power in their
handes, and they shoald kecp them.

Hon. John James deelared that when bad men
consplre together agunst the right, good men
should unite. When the Kelleys, the Foroeys,
and the (O'Neills bang together, gll trué oppo-
nents of them should fight them with &11 the
wenpont they could obtain.

Ogear Allison, sworn.—I reside at No. 718
North Nineteenth street; was at Girard Park on
Monday week; don’t know the prisoner nor the
deceased personally; the atlair at the Park was
about 7 o'clock in the evening, and it o¢curred
between the gate and the house; there wus a
party of men there, and one ol them struck a
woman; don't know who the woman was; a
man then took 1t up for the woman; don't know
if It was Murphy; I left the Park and went
towards the gate, and saw u police officer; called
to him, and told him there was going to be u
fight; he said it was none of my buginess; don't
knew the policeman; his number was (557; he
turned and went towards the road; got on a car
and rode ofl: I returned o the scene of the tight,
gaw delendant strike n woman; a man interfered;
he had & movstache and side whiskers; he was
pointed oul a5 Murphy; & man then pulled out
a knife, and he made 2 stab at the man who
struck the woman; a stub was then made at
Murphy; don’t know il he was struck or not;
Mur,pny tell when Burng made the stab at him;
don’t knowjwhat became of Burus; there were
twelve or thitteen men in the fight; the knife
was a long one, with & narrow handle; Burns
took the knife out of his pocket. I saw him

do it.

Willinm Richardson, sworn—1I was at the Park.
and I think I saw Borns; I know Murphy; had
veen in his company once or twice before; there
was a tight hall wnf up the lane; I went up und
asked who it was; I saw two men on the ground
together; one was Murphy, but the other was
no Burns‘.hoth men were covered with blood;
defendant kicked at Murphy; [ pushed him away,
and he drew o kolfe, and swore he would use 1¢;
1 did not see him use it on auy one; I knocked
Burns down; don't know what became of him
after that; all the male friends of Burps were in
the at ack en Murphy, and kicked him once in a
while; don’t know when Murphy whs cut,

John R, Denuy, a bricklayer, testified that he
wis at the Purk and saw the wonole ol the row;
saw several men on the man who had the quar-
rel with the woman; saw Richerdson, the former
witness, reach over, take the Park police oflicer
by the hair,and tell him that it he was not quiel
he would smack his mouth; saw Burng Knocked
down nnd fall with bis hesad sgainst a tree; he
tried to get away and ran into a field; was fol-
lowed and struck againg did pot see & kolte in
Burns' hand, and did not believe Murphy was
stabbeid during the fight.

Anna Gearing testified to seeing a kaile In
Burns' hand while the fight was going on, and
siw him go into the fight with it; some one |
ealled out thut he had w knife. and one of Mur-
phy’s friends followed him in; he came out soon
afler; saw no ono else with 4 kuite,

6671 1 have no regular station: 1 was on duly on
that day st the Girard Avenue Swables, three
or four squares from the Park; 1 was in the
Park twice; did not see Burns there; [ was told
